When those 
bonds are paid for, the RTD 
(which began as the MTA) will 
be owned by the citizens of Lot. 
Angeles County.

The RTD Is required, at 
present, to pay all operating' 
cosU plus make annual pay­ 
ments on its bond endcbtedncss 
out of fare box rexenuc. No sub­ 
sidy of any kind Is available to 
the RTD from city, county or 
state. I
